day. Miss Nightingale lives in. quiet re- 
tirement in a house in tlie outskirts of 
London which she lias occupied for 
many years. Here she received today, 
a number of personal friends, who called 
to congratulate her on her birthday. 
Others who remembered tlie anniversary 
among them King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, sent her personal messages 
of felicitation. Though she lias been 
an invalid for many years, Miss Night- 
ingale continues to take an active inter- 
est, in all that concerns the profession 
which she made famous. 

Miss Nightingale was bora at Flor- 
ence and named after the City of 
Flowers. Originally her patronymic 
was Shore, and it was only on her fath- 
er inheriting the estate of his uncle, 
Peter Nightingale, tlmt uo :i ssllmP(1 the 
name of the testator. 

After being presented at court, lUor- 
enee figured fur several years in Lon- 
don society, and then withdrew to de- 
vote herself to sick nursing. it was 
only natural that with her experience 
in nursing and her talent for organiza- 
tion, she should be placed at the head 
Of the hand id" volunteer nurses, com- 
posed wholly of women of good family 
who started out for the Crimea in re- 
sponse to the public appeal for nurses 
made by Sir Robert Peel and Sir Wil- 
liam Russell, I he correspondent of the 
London Times at the seat of war, and 
who. like Miss Nightingale, still sur- 
vives.

ple, on universal suffrage.

MILITARY KITCHEN CAR. 

Washington. D. C. May 1."..— The sec- 
retary of war has approved the recom- 
mendation of the (pmrtermaster general 
and the commissary general in favor of 
a kitchen car lor military purposes. This 
car will be used oil occasions of the 
transfer of large bodies of troops over 
distances which require a period of for- 
ty-eight hours or more. It has been 
found by a practical experiment that 
money is saved and the men provided 
with better food by having an impro- 
vised kitchen attached to the train which j 
carries them long distances, such as is 
Involved ill a transfer of troops across 
the continent. Hitherto there has been 
more or less dependence upon the res- 
taurants and other facilities en route.

we have brought our terrrhnqja Info \ 
the heart of the City of Winnipeg, and 
w.e shall lose no time In getting our 
connecting: link from the boundary 
I into the city constructed. It should 
be finished next fall. Then, we are 
now pushing forward grading on - the | 
branch lines from Gretna to Portage I 
hi Prairie, and from Bottineau to | 
Brandon, having secured terminals In 
j both Brandon and Portage la Prairie." 
j "And What about the main line?" 
| "We have fully decided on that. As 
you know, we base a line in British] 
Columbia to "Fernie, and we propose

FINNS WERE ANGRY. 

Colony at Sointula, Malcolm Island, 
Makes Things Unpleasant. 

According to tin account given the 
Vancouver News-Advertiser by Pro- 
vincial Constable YVoollacott, there 
was a rough time at Sointula, Malcolm 
Island, about ;i week ago. Elinor 
Chambers, a logger and steamboat 
man, alleges that he called at Sointula 
with the steam lug Wihetto on May 6, 
having only the assistant on board. A 
report appeared lo have been spreud 
among the Finnish colonists that 
Chambers bud refused to pay wages 
owing to some of them, and when the 
Wlnetta called there on May 6 an 
alleged special constable, who had 
been illegally sworn in by the local 
Finnish- J. P., went down to the wharf 
to seize the boat. 

Chambers objected to this and after 
calling up bis engineer, tried to get up 
on the wharf to cast off the tug's lines. 
By this time a dozen or more Finns 
bad gathered on the \vharf, and, at- 
tacking Cba/nbers with *clubs, they 
drove him back oil the tug again. He 
caught an axe and began to hack at 
the tug's lines, and at the same time 
the engineer started op the. engines 
and began to pull away. The crowd 
on the wharf, angered'by the sight of 
their prey escaping them, then began 
to throw down green slabs, some of 
which struck Chambers on the back, 
Inflicting Injuries more or less painful. 
The engineer also was bit on the leg. 

The Winetta got away and headed 
for Alert Bay, some of the Finns en- 
deavoring to keep up the chase in a 
row-boat, but they fell fur behind and 
the Wlnetta arrived safely nt Port 
Harvey, where Chambers toolc the 
Casslar and came down to Vancouver 
to report the trouble. 

Misfortune seemed to pursue Cham- 
bers. On Friday night he went North 
again on the Casslar. and at Port 
Harvey left her for the Wlnetta. 
sooner' had he got her outside 
channel than she ran -upon some rocks 
and began to leak so badly that she 
bad to be beached to save her from 
utnktng.

AN ANCIENT OPTIMIST. 

That old optimist, Sir Charles Tup- 
per, still hali! and "looking ton years 
younger," gave an interview to the Mon- 
treal Herald tlx- other day about the 
condition and prospects oC the West. 
Many years ago Sir Charles Tupper was 
christened "The great skctchcr" by the 
Liberals, because ho kept, promising 
great tilings about the future of the 
Dominion. It lias turned out that every 
prediction lie made has already proved 
true, his only inastake being that be did 
not "stretch quite far enough to reach 
the truth as it is. lint Sir Charles is 
aiot less hopeful than ever, and he keeps 
on predicting, even though Liberal-Con- 
servatives are not in power. Referring to 
Jiis interview the Montreal Herald says 
that "Sir Charles Tupper drew aa im- 
pressive picture of the future of Can- 
ada in the interview which appears in 
another part of this issue. He said 
that language could hardly exaggerate 
the progress, the prosperity and the 
splendor of this country's destiny, and 
declared that young men of twenty-live 
would live to see the population of tiie 
Dominion exceed l hat of the United 
Kingdom. 

"It was mi inspiring picture and 
there is no reason to doubt that the glor- 
ies depicted in the enraptured vision 
will be realized, for, as the veteran 
statesman remarked, more has already 
been achieved than the most optimistic 
of the early builders hud conceived to be 
possible. Sir Charles is one of the few 
men now living who were present at the 
laying of the foundation stone and he 
knows what the builders thought. 

"It is pleasant to hear him in this 
Strain. lie speaks out of a mind that 
is well stored with the fruits of a long 
experience — ripe and mellow like the lar- 
gesse that nature scatters with gener- 
ous hand at the close of summer."

HILL'S INVASION OF THE CANA- 
DIAN WEST. 

Wo give elsewhere the statement 
■made by Mr. .I. J. Hill to a represen- 
tative of the Toronto News, which may 
be said to be his own story of his own 
plans with respect to Canada; There 
are attracting attention not only in this 
country hut in Great Britain, where fi- 
nanciers and railway men are devoting 
consideration to the subject, and interest 
is becoming widespread. 

In a recent article, the Financier, of 
London, quotes an "official holding a 
.high executive position" on the C. P. II, 
as saying Hint he regarded this invasion 
of Western Canada as the first wedge 
towards the annexation of the Canadian 
Northwest by the United Slates. This 
official remarked: "The Americans are 
going into the Northwest, by thousands 
now, and they certainly favor Ameri- 
can manufacture rather than Canadian 
and would be only too glad to support 
an American railway, too. With their 
produce going to the ocean by an Amer- 
ican railway and an American railway 
supplying them with American goods, 
you can easily see what tho result 
would be. It would inevitably divert 
the grain traffic from the Northwest to 
American ports. Dill's trunk line 
stretches from Duluth to Seattle, and 
already has sixteen branch lines running 
to the Canadian frontier. Hi^J project 



is to build up a trunk line in Canada 
paralleling his American one, and estab- 
lish connections with these numerous 
branches. This would simply drain the 
richest portion of the West of Canada 
to feed the American trunk lines. Hill's 
project being to ship the grain to the 
Croat Lakes and thence via Buffalo to 
the American ports." This, the official 
concluded, would not only bo a serious 
matter for the C. P. It., but for Can- 
ada generally, and was a matter de- 
manding the serious attention 6£ the 
Canadian government. 



PROVINCES, NEW AND OLD. 

Premier Rutherford, of Alberta, the 
Other day delivered his Budget speech, 
and the details are most interesting- 
The Province, in commencing its career, 
is most fortunate. It started out at the 
end of last year (1905) with a surplus 
of $520,329.90--- a very comfortable 
nest-egg. Hut that state of affairs is 
scarcely les.s gratifying than that which 
confronts Premier Rutherford for the 
.present year. '

The expenditures include a sum of 
$250,000 set aside for advances to 
creameries, every cent of which is ex- 
.pected to be recouped, so. that the sur- 
plus for the present year is estimated 
to 'be $283,373.32. Rut t he import ant 
fact to be noted is that among the ex- 
penditures are large sums for abnormal 
expenditures for public buildings, etc., 
as a consequence of the province start- 
ing on its own account. The appro- 
priations for public works alone amount 
to $090,000, \so that as lime- goes on the 
new provinces -will have less Buaneial 
responsibilities to meet and will have 
rapidly growing revenues from the Do- 
minion government, (besides those which 
arise from increase of population. Any- 
body familiar with Hie conditions in the 
Northwest knows that the principal item 
of cost in the long run will be free edu- 
cation, and that for roads, streets, and 
bridges, administration of justice, ami 
the like, the cost as compared with 
British Columbia, will be merely nom- 
inal. 

And yet, with our enormous respon- 
sibilities arising out Of vast distances 
and rugged physical' contour, British 
iColumbn receves the sum of $307,070.66 
as a subsidy from the Dominion govern? 
auent, while Alberta receives the sum of 
$lii24;i25i made up of the following 
items:

Population 200,000 

Annual payment to province.. 405,3iu 
Compensation for public lands 375,000 
Public ibuilding fund 03,750

to that of all the other provinces put 
together. 

British 'Columbia can never receive 
more than $500,000 in subsidy, so that 
when Alberta receives what it is fully 
entitled to, viz., $2,220,375 annually, -i 
will get about -l'/j times more subsidy 
than British Columbia. It now gets 
nearly four times as nnuii. 

It js no wonder that the remarks of 
Premier Rutherford were received with 
applause when referring to the liberality 
of the Liberal government at Ottawa 
to the new provinces as compared with 
the treatment received by the older 
ones. 

It is impossible (o conceive of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier or any other leader of 
a government; in Canada refusing to 
accede to the demands of the older pro- 
vinces for increased subsidies according; 
to their circumstances and responsibili- 
ties. Either the allowances to Alberta 
and Saskatchewan arc much too liberal, 
or the allowances to the other provinces 
a.'e much too small.

It starts out without absolutely any 
public debt, with a surplus of over half 
a million dollars, and with population 
anil railways rushing in to develop it. 

Not only that, but the subsidy from 
the Dominion increases on ;i rapidly ex- 
panding scale, -which, stated in the lan- 
guage of Premier Rutherford, is as fol- 
lows: 

"We receive on capital account, on 
account of our starting business without 
a debt, $505,375.00, and this is a fixed 
amount which we receive each year so 
Jong us we exist" as a province. (Ap- 
plause.) On an estimated 'population of 
two hundred and fifty thousand at 
eighty cents per head, we receive the 
sum of $200,000.00. (Applause.) This 
amount increases with the growth of 
population until the population of tin: 
province reaches eight hundred thou- 
sand, when wo receive $040,000.00. 
Wo are also given a grant in lieu of 
lauds on the estimnted population, two 
hundred and fifty thousand, the sum of 
$375,000.00, and when such population 
reaches four hundred thousand we re- 
ceive $562,500.00. (Loud applause. ,1 
When our population reaches eight, 
hundred thousand, we receive $1,125,- 
000. (Applause.) When wo receive our 
Maximum subsidy from the Dominion 
government we receive the sum of 
$2,220,375.00. (Applause.) 

"1 further ought to explain that for 
a period of live years in lieu of public 
lands, paid by Canada to the Province 
annually by (half-yearly payments, in 
advance, for live years from the time 
the Alberta Act conies into force, to 
provide for the construction of neces- 
sary public buildings, the sum of $93,- 
750.00, amounting in ail for live years 
to .$-108,750.00. (Applause.)" 

All the provinces of Canada receive 
annually a subsidy, payable half yearly 
in advance from the Dominion govern? 
inent, and this year, 1900, the federal 
administration pays out in subsidies *o 
the provincial governments the sum of 
$0,726,372.88. Of this (lie province of

It looks as though the big race is on 
for the Yellowhead pass between at 
least three and possibly four of the- 
great trnnscontinontals, and that the 
pace will increase from today until the 
flnal chapter, when plans are tiled at 
Ottawa. 

The developments of this spring seem 
to have been a surprise all around, even 
to some of the top Hoteliers in the rail- 
road world, and the prettiest race in 
the hitory of railroading in Canada, if" 
not on the continent, is imminent. 

For two or three years, the article 
goes on to say. the (i. T. 1'. has been 
devoting its attention apparently to find? 
ing out all about the Pine aild Peace 
River Masses farther north: but during 
the pa>it winter their plans were appar- 
ently changed and during the winter 
shipped supplies in on the snow from 
Edmonton to Jasper House, the Henry 
house, .lock's ranch and other places in 
the Yellowhead. When spring com- 
menced to open up Division Engineer 
Van Arsdal quietly slipped out to the 
coast, and, according to the const pa- 
pers, despatched half a dozen strong 
parlies for the country up the Eraser 
with rendezvous at Tcte Juan Cache 
and Fort George. This week the ac- 
tivity has been transplanted to this side 
of the mountains and surveying outfits 
are trekiiig for the mountains in great 
liuste. Yesterday the first big party, un- 
der Engineer Bergen, started for the 
mountains, headed direct for the Yellow- 
head. They had 30 pack animals and 
15 men in the survey outfit, exclusive of 
mule skinners. Tomorrow W. Eeatlior- 
stonhnugh starts oat with a heavy out- 
fit for the same field, and F. C. Bow- 
el) will follow in a few days, with other 
parties to go out during the coming 
week. Before the middle of the month 
there will be a dozen or more parties 
in the mountains going over the old 
Moberly surveys of '20 years ago, and 
laying out a route across the continental 
| divide. 

In the meantime tho Canadian North- 
ern hits awakened and there is a great 
hustling a round in the survey depart- 
ment of that road. Chief Engineer Mc- 
Leod is in Winnipeg consulting willi 
President McKenzie, and at the same 
time J. Chalmers, deputy chief is in 
the city, rushing an outfit together and 
preparing to leave for the west. He will 
pull out on Monday with twenty-live or 
thirty men and an outfit to stay all sum- 
mer. The G. T. P. has a manifest ad- 
vantage in having gotten its supplies 
through to the pass while the trails 
were good, and it will be by no means 
a summer pastime for the C. N. K. man 
getting through over the summer trail. 
Rumor saith that the Chalmers outfit is 
only the vanguard of what will be sent 
on; in the immediate future, 

While all this is going on,'on the cast 
'side of tun range coast, despatches in- 
dicate that wily .rami's J. is not losing 
any time. Half a dozen parties had al- 
ready been started from Vancouver for 
the Upper Eraser country via the Ash- 
croft and Kamloops trails. Only a few 
days ago the charter for I lie Y. W. & 
Y. from Vancouver to Hdmonton passed 
the Dominion .house, and il is to lay out 
the plans for this route that the Hill 
surve.vois are going into the hills. 

delve, 'ii the three companies, camp- 
ing ground is likely to be at a premium 
in tii.? Yellowhead this summer. But: 
this is not all. From Wctaskiwlri 
conies the stor.v of C. P. It. men hasti- 
ly out fitting for Hie west. The Yel- 
lowhead is directly west of Wetaski- 
win and nearer that city than to Ed- 
monton. The inhabitants of the little 
city, feel confident that the C. P. IL 
will push the Wetaslviwin-Wiunipcg 
branch westward toward the pass to 
make them a third lino paralleling the 
(.'row's Nest and the Kicking Uorso 
lines. 

That there will not be room in the 
Yellowhead for all three roads or the 
possible fourth, is the feature which 
makes the race exciting. The rond 
which gets to Ottawa first and gets its 
plans filed will naturally get the choice 
of location. Until the last chapter if: 
will he a pretty race — and there is no 
eight-hour law for engineers this sum- 
mer.

sell lenient V When wo have done that, 
when we have proceeded from a /.Oliver- 
(in or commercial union to a rcichsrath 
or imperial council, then the problem 
'.rill have been solved, and blessed will 
be those who ill the future history of 
the Empire have taken any part its 
solution."

OBJECT TO JAP FISHERMEN. 

Valdez Island Fishermen Fear Effects 
of Unfair Competition. 

A Lady smith correspondent, writing 
under date of May 14, says: Provin- 
cial Constable Cassidy yesterday jour- 
neyed over to Cowlchan Gap, where ho 
was interviewed by some of the Valdez 
Island Indians regarding the fishing in- 
dustry being carried on by Japanese 
■lean Cowlchan Gap lighthouse. 

The Indians are of the opinion that 
tha^apauose will catch all the fish in 
that, section and that there wlll'.be 
none left for the next generation of 
Indians to live on. 

Mr. Cassidy states that there arc 
several Japanese fishing boats engaged 
In fishing and they are all making 
large -catches. Cod are the principal 
lish caught and they are handled in a 
scientific manner by the Japanese. In 
the first place the fishermen have a 
large box or tank In their boats, which 
is filled with water. The fish arc 
placed in these tanks as soon as 
caught, and kept alive. At the end 
of the day's fishing or ns soon as the 
tanks are full the boqt is taken to the 
Japanese camp, where larger tanks 
hyve been constructed, and each boat 
is unloaded Into the shore tanks. . 

When the Japanese are ready to 
make a shipment to Vancouver for the 
markets there, they gather up their crop 
of lish from the big tanks, kill them 
and ship Immediately.

HE KEEPS THE COURTS VERY BUSY 



Evidences of a Conspiracy on 
the Part of Powerful . 
Influences. 



The irrepressible George 1). Collins of 
biga my-perj ury-cs I ra <lii ion fnmc was 
one of the must active spirits during tbe 
last few strenuous wceKs in San Fran- 
cisco. 

As will be remembered, (.'ullitis was 
some montlis a^'o released on hail pond- 
ing the determination of an application 
for release upon habeas corpus on the 
ground that he was uot tried on the 
charge for which he was extradited 
witbin sixty days after his surrender 
'from Canada to Hie United Slates. It 
was on this release on hail that Mrs. 
McCurdy ami .Mrs. Clarice McCurdy 
Collins, morlier-Fii-Iaw and wife, went 
on the bonds to answer for Collins" ap- 
pearance when called upon. lint a de- 
fect was discovered in the bond and ar- 
rest promptly ended his short liberty. 
.After this brief holiday, Mr. Collins en- 
joyed i he chafiD&i and endured tlio dis- 
comforts of Sffw£?P($iiqiscT> eotility jail 
number one until the 18th of April when 
owing to the threatened destruction of 
the jail by tire Jie was with all other 
prisoners furnished with free and com- 
pulsory transportation to the 

State Penitentiary at San Quentin 
.On their arrival most of the prisoners 
nccepted the seeming inevitable but Col- 
lins objected to accepting a felon's cell 
.-is a .summer resort and smilingly said 
to the warden: "You can't receive me, 
Mr. warden, unless yon get Judge I.aw- 
lor's warrant and you haven't got and 
can't set that, so I don't stay here." 
The warden 1, new the provisions of the 
penal code which made it a felony to 
receive Collins, and his reply of "well, 
you ought to know Mr. Collins" post- 
poned the latter's even temporary im- 
prisonment at Ban Quentin. 

So Ml'. Collins went bade to ••Dear 
old Frisco" to see the sights under tbe 
enre of a constable. Bui there was no 
place in San Francisco for him. so Col- 
lins went to Alcatraz islam] and put in 
the military prison. This is a federal 
prison and as Collins was indicted and 
convicted under the state laws, lie "in- 
terposed" as he so often did in Victoria, 
an objection, but the objection was ov- 
erruled by those in charge because bis 
surrender by the Dominion government 
was under an extradition treaty with 
the federal government. 

Habeas Corpus Proceedings 
It was at AJcntrnz that Collins made 
5ns ingenious attempt at escape by pos- 
ing as "the legal adviser of the' relief 
committee, scut to ascertain the views 
of the military as to the detention of 
Male prisoners in federal prisons." Aft- 
er tins attempt and failure, Collins was 



sent to county jail number two and from 
there started habeas corpus, proceedings 
with a view to obtaining his release on 
bail. 

The prisoner who pleaded on his own 
behalf before Judge Mttrasky, was Col- 
lins — but how different to the resource- 
ful, light-hearted, buoyant and forceful 
man, who for years had cut such a 
dashing figure ill the criminal courts of 
California! The months of confinement 
with their attendant worries had told 
heavily on Mm and as he pleaded for 
bail in halting nervous tones, he re- 
marked "Anyone would think that I was 
a convicted felon, if they considered 
my treatment." His health was, he said 
endangered by further imprisonment 
and, in addition to being worried and 
depressed, he suffered very much from 
an inflamed stomach. Besides these 
grounds, he urged bis wife's illness as 
a further ground for osking for bail. 

A Medical Examination 
was ordered and pending the report of 
the examining physicians, Judge -Mttr- 
asky deferred action. 

Collins then asked for permission to 
visit his wife but this request brought 
the prosecuting attorney to his feet 
with the question "who do you mean? 
The law doesn't recognize Clarice Mc- 
Curdy as your wife." Hut Judge Mur- 
nsky only smiled and replied "Well I 
suppose Mr. Collins knows whom he 
wants to see." And Collins also smiled 
as he started in the company of the 
sheriff to visit his sick wife. 

One does not have to stay long in San 
Francisco to detect a deep and strong 
undercurrent of prejudice against Col- 
lins running through police, legal and 
newspaper circles, and with this preju- 
dice is coupled a determination to put 
Collins behind the bars if it can be 
done. The story told in Victoria by 
Collins as to the existence of a con- 
spiracy against him has <at least a 
grain of truth. Collins is not being 
prosecuted because justice holds up her 
hands in holy horror at either the of- 
fence of bigamy or the offence of per- 
jury, but because they, whom Collins 
turned to enemies, cither by fault, vir- 
tue or misfortune, have taken this means 
of 

Removing Him From Their Path 

Collins' greatest sin in the eyes of offi- 
cial San Francisco was that his resource- 
fulness adroitness and knowledge of Ian- 
had time and time again, circumvented 
the law and enabled his clients to es- 
cape from the meshes so closely en- 
wrapping them. It seems peculiar that 
people attempt to attach to a lawyer 
the personality character and vices of 
his clients, but such has been the case 
in San Francisco with respect to George 
D. Collins. ? 

Whatever may be a man's faults there 
arc none so depraved but have some 
virtues and the existence of some vices 
renders utterly improbable the existence 
of others. But to listen to the prose- 
cutors. Collins is verily lower than the 
lowest, and scarcely a personal vice, so 
disgusting, so improbable, so depraved, 
but some one can be found to attach it 
to Collins. 

And Collins still lights, still waits, 
still hopes, for ultimate liberty, though 
justice pursues with unhalting steps 
and with relentless determination, 
though truth passes by on the other side, 
scarce glancing, save to damn, and 
though charity and mercy hands-joined, 
backs turned, walk hurriedly away. 

To us whoso British ideas of justice, 
picture justice as a Goddess, with eyes 
covered, lest seeing, the mercy in Iter 
heart should altogether rule her, it 
seems strange that eager joy and not 
calm sorrow marks the fall of any. and 
to us who regard no construction of the 
law ns too favorable to a prisoner, 
there conies a 'hope, we will not say how 
reasonable or just, but still there comes 
a hope that he who turned the aveng- 
ing sword of justice to save those whom 
he defended will not in this the great- 
est battle of his life forget the cunning 
or the strength of hand which aided so 
many guilty and protected how many, 
man, innocent.

New fork, May 13. — A variety of ex- 
planations were forthcoming for tho heavy 
tone In tin 1 stork market today. Tin- fai t 
Is that mueb has l u accomplished to- 
wards covering up the short contracts 
which wore put out during tin- period of 
acute depression of settlement. The exist- 
once of short interests nml Its potential 
requirements had been made a useful medi- 
um for professional operations for ail- 
vanclng prices. When these two forces 
approaching a balance against the market 
is free to respond to the conviction that 
the conditions which caused the break In 
prices were real. The (dement of re- 
stricted capital resources to meet the heavy 
requirements pressing to secure the sup- 
ply was brought Into prominence today by 
the announcement of the Pennsylvania 
note issued for sixty days. The Inference 
is discouraging to hopes of active demand 
for other securities. The terms of the 
Issue also were unfavorably regarded. 
'While the Interest rate on the notes was 
called 4% per cent., the understanding oT 
the price at which they were sold pointed 
1o a yield up to 5 per cent., while the com- 
mission In addition to the bankers bring 
oat the issue, opened the way to assump- 
tion that the company was paying a still 
higher rate for the use of the money. It 
■was feared that other Intended capital Is- 
sued might he Impeded by the same un- 
favorable conditions. The money market 
gave no reflection of scarcity of funds and 
rates for time loans continued to be an In- 
fluence from out-of-town courses. The 
market showed some relief on the an- 
nouncement of the prompt placing of the 
Pennsylvania note issue, and the intention 
to keep the proceeds on deposit with the 
banks. The falling off was ascribed to 
disinclination to make commitments until 
congress adjourned. The closing tone was 
linn. Bonds were irregular; total sales, 
par value, $3,770,000.
